Superintendent LaFoUette says con- 
cerning the law passed by the last legis- 
lature granting perpetual license to 
teachers in this state on certain condi- 
tions: ''The conditions are that the 
teachers shall have taught six consecu- 
tive years in the state and held two 
years' license during the six years and 
that the ^rpetu^ license to teaqh shall 
become null and void as soon as the 
teìMìher allows one year to pass without 
having taught in the county in which 
the perpetual license was granted«?" 
Many of the teachers of the county had 
asked whether the six consecutive years 
of teaching that must precede the appli 
cation for perpetual license must have 
been teaching in the same county in 
which the license is applied for. Su- 
perintendent LaFoUette answered that 
the six consecutive years of teaching 
must have been in ^the state, but that 
the county is immaterial. The license 
will be valid so long as the teacher con- 
tinues to teach every year in the county. 
But by the omission of a year of teach- 
ing in the county the license becomes 
void.

SPOKANE FAIILS, W . T., Aug. 6.—The 
entire business portion of tlie city, with 
the exception of one mill, was deetroyed 
by fire last night. 
The loss will reach 
17,000,000. 
The blaze started in a 
lodging house, on Railway avenue, at 5 
o'clock last evening, and burned until 
this juoming. A Ifo-ge.number at fnmlb 
bladings and several grain elevators 
were near the lodging house. 
A strong 
wind was blowing toward the city at the 
time and the blaze was soon beyond 
control of the firemen. The fire leaped 
from street to street and nothing could 
be done but let the flames have their 
own way until they reached the river 
and then endeavor to .prevent the fire 
from reaching the bui^ings on the op- 
posite side. 


' The flames swept through the city 
and one business block after another 
was consumed, everything being burned 
to the water's edge. 
The fire depart- 
ment was stationed on the other side of 
the stream and prevented flying cinders 
from setting fire to the buildings there. 
Only a few residences were destroyed, 
as the residence portion of the city was 
not visited by the fire. 


Every business house in the city, in- 
cluding eight banks, all the hotels but 
one—^a magnificent structure, the Cres- 
cent block—and every newspaper but the 
Review were burned out. 
The burned 
district includes all that part of the city 
from the Northern Pacific railroad to the 
river, and from Lincoln to Washington 
streets. 


Several persons are known to have 
perished, and several more were injured 
by jumping from windows. 
Charles 
Davis, of Chicago, a guest at the Arling- 
ton house, was awakened by the flames 
bursting through the door of his room 
on the third floor. He jumped from the 
window and was shockingly mangled, 
and died in^ a few minutes. 
A woman 
whose name is unknown, leaped from 
the second story of the Pacific hotel and 
was killed. 


The fire spread with such astonishing 
rapidity that it is believed many were 
shut off from escape before they were 
even aware of their danger. 
A dozen 
large buildings were blown up with 
giant powder by order of the mayor, but 
even this proved futile. 
The Northern 
Pacific railroad is probably the heaviest 
Ipssers, the magnificent freight ware- 
house being destroyed. 
Their loss, in- 
cluding freight burned, will reach about 
$1,000,000. All provisions and supplies 
were burned and there will necessarily 
be much suffering for several days. Ap- 
peals for help have been sent out and 
Portland, Seattle, Tacoma and several 
neighboring towns have already res- 
ponded. 


CINCINNATI, O., Aug. 6.—Lackman's 
brewery on West Sixth street, near 
Hoadley, took fire at 5:30 this morning 
and the ice honse and wagon sheds were 
destroyed. The stairway of the malt 
house was burned, but the fire in this 
department was extinguished with no 
great loss. « 


Lackman will probably lose $60,000. 
The ice machinery alone is said to have 
cost $38,000 and this is a total loss. 
There was no insurance on the wagon 
yards and contents. A $25,000 policy 
in the Hartford Steamboiler Inspection 
and Insurance company, was carried on 
the ice machine and a $3,000 policy on 
the ice sheds.

At the Baldwin locomotive works, 
Philadelphia, there are in course of con- 
struction four locomotives which are de- 
signed to run by sodaj^ which takes the 
place of^fire under the boiler.

apolis, Minn. , and are to be run on the 
streets of that city, where steam engines 
are forbidden. The engine is about six- 
teen feet long, entirely boxed in with no 
visible smoke stack or pipes, as there is 
no exhaust or refuse. 
The boiler is of 
copper, eighty-four and one-half inches 
in diameter and fifteen feet long, having 
tubes running through it as in steam 
boilers. Inside the boiler will be placed 
five tons of soda, which, upon being 
damped by a jet of 
steam, 
pro- 
duces an intense heat. 
In about six 
hours the soda is thoroughly satur- 
ated, when the action ceases. . A stream 
of superheated steam from a stationary 
boiler is then forced through the soda, 
which drives out the moisture, and the 
soda is ready to for use again. The ex- 
haust steam from the cylinders is used 
to saturate the soda, and by this means 
aU refuse is used.- These engines are 
the first of their kind that have been 
built in this country. 
They will have 
the same power as those used on Üie 
New York elevated roads. Soda engines 
are used in Berlin and other European 
cities very successfully, and they also 
traverse the St. Gothard tunnel under 
the Alps, where the steam engines can 


not be used, because the tunnel can not 
be ventilated .so as to carry off the 
noxious gases generated by a locomo- 
tive.
